Election of Species Requirement Summary 

The Examiner has required election of a single species under 35 U.S.C. 121. The species are 
as follows: 

Species I, asserted to be the species of the first embodiment and drawn to a reflective liquid 
crystal device comprising a second light blocking film 33 formed on the second metal layer 28 to 
cover to the openings of the second metal layer as shown in Fig. 4. 

Species II, asserted to be the species of the second embodiment and drawn to a reflective 
liquid crystal device comprising a second light blocking film 37 formed on the first metal layer 37 to 
cover to the openings of the second light blocking as shown in Fig. 10. 

Species III, asserted to be the species of the third embodiment and drawn to a reflective liquid 
crystal device comprising a third light blocking film 39 formed on the second metal layer 28 to cover 
the openings of the second metal layer and a second light blocking film 37 formed on the first metal 
layer 26 to cover the openings of the first metal layer as shown in Fig. 1 1 .

Applicant 
submits that claims 6 - 10 are readable on the elected species.
